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DETAILED ACTION 

1) Claims 1-3 and 5-25 are presented for examination as amended 06/15/2005. Claims 4 
and 26-28 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2) The 1 12 rejections from the previous office action are withdrawn in light of the 
amendment filed 6/15/05. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3) Claims 1-3 and 5-25 are allowed. 

4) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claims 1-3 and 5-25, the closest prior art of record is Kauffman (U.S. Pat 
5,315,522), Eaton (U.S. Pat 4,080,814), Levine (U.S. Pat 4,551,810) and Eley (U.S. Pat 
4,719,577). However, none of these references, taken alone or in combination with the prior art 
of record, specifically teach automatically determining a distance value for a conduit bend as a 
trigonometric function of a desired offset and an actual degree, whereby the distance value 
comprises a desired relationship between first and second bend positions, and outputting the 
distance, in combination with the remaining features or elements of the claimed invention.
